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Traditional, Yes! 





There was no question of traditional or modern in the 
minds of Mr. and Mrs. Eblen Malouf of Dallas, Texas, 
when they were asked how they wanted their new home 
furnished. Emphatically, it was to be traditional, and 
more specifically, traditional in the spirit of the 18th 
century with something of the elegance of the Adam 
style, the favorite of both Mr. and Mrs. Malouf. Other 
than this committal to a definite style of decoration, 
however, interior designer Ceil Williams of Dallas was 
given carte blanche in executing the interiors of the large, 
two-story house shown here. 

The first identifying feature linking this contemporary 
Dallas residence with the past is color—soft Wedgwood 
blue on the walls of the entrance hall, living room and 
dining room, harmonizing in/all three areas with the 
warm neutral “fieldstone” color ef the wall-to-wall carpet- 
ing. The elaborate architectural embellishments, typical 
of Adam styling, are confined to simple ceiling moldings 
with Adam paterae motifs which are repeated on the 
living room fireplace and on several pieces of furniture. 
Except for an antique console in the living room, furnish- 
ings are reproductions, chiefly in Adam styling, although 
other traditional influences are to be noted, especially 
French, which being of the same period in time blend 


with the airy and lightly scaled Adam pieces. 


In keeping with interior of house, front 
doors were specially designed in Adam style 
with hardware from William V. Paine. 





Walls in entrance hall are light Wedgwood 
blue contrasting with Schumacher carpet in 
“Fieldstone” color; screen with Zakim wall- 
paper design in peach and white on shiki 
silk serves as background for antique white 
pedestal and white marble figure; Baker 
bench is in silk twill from Scalamandré who 
also supplied stair cord and tassels.

white cane-back chairs by S. Ca- 
vallo are upholstered in Adams 
peach leather; sideboard from 
Baker’s Palladian collection; crys- 
tal chandelier with Wedgwood 
plaques was purchased in France. 


Antique landscape painting in manner of Claude Lorrain is appropriate background for seating 
group in living room with Beacon Hill sofa in Scalamandré silk custom-dyed to match 
Wedgwood blue walls; Adam end tables, also from Beacon Hill Collection, are antique white, 
and coffee table from Lavezzo has marble top in gray-blue and deep red inlaid design; antique 
lamps of quartz and gold-bronze and accessories were collected by decorator in Europe. 
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Fireplace grouping in family room 
includes Cocheo sofa. covered in 
Scalamandré brown and pink tex- 
ture and S. Cavallo coffee table; 
Schumacher carpet is nylon chenille 
in light beige tone; built-in book- 
shelves and storage units with 
shutter doors are finished to match 
wall paneling. 


Pleasant room for family gatherings and enteztainment, above, has color scheme derived from 
Scalamandré floral curtain fabric in browns, greens, royal blue and dusty pink on beige back- 
ground; Fine Arts lounge chairs are covered in Schumacher wood brown matelassé, the pouf 
in green chenille texture; game table from Beacon Hill Collection; cane back chairs by Fine 
Arts; coffee table, S. Cavallo.

Decorative interest in the dining room is centered on a 
large scenic mural wallpaper, imported from France, 
echoing the Wedgwood blue tones of the walls and con- 
trasted with peach-colored leather on Louis XVI cane- 
backed dining chairs. A crystal and gold-bronze chan- 
delier with Wedgwood plaques adds an appropriate note 
of luxury and elegance to the setting. 

In contrast to the formality of the living and dining 
areas, the family room (the Maloufs have three children) 
is a quiet haven for games, televiewing, reading or re- 
laxing. Wood paneled walls and parquet floors with an 
area rug in light beige form a pleasing background for 
furniture groupings including a game table and chairs. 
deep, upholstered lounge chairs and seating pieces. Built- 
in bookshelves and storage units flank a fireplace pro- 
viding space for television and high fidelity equipment. 

In the bedrooms, a more formal note of elegance is 
again introduced: the master bedroom is bathed in a 
soft monochromatic scheme of peach tones varying from 
pale peach walls and silk taffeta curtains to deeper tones 
in upholstery fabrics. Lamps and accessories, mostly 
antique pieces, are the fruits of the decorator’s travels in 
Europe, and special notes of elegance include antique 
hardware from the Old Ritz Carlton Hotel which is used 


throughout the house.

Williamsburg Motor House 


The latest addition for the convenience and comfort of the 





steadily increasing number of visitors to Colonial Williamsburg 





is the luxurious new Williamsburg Motor House, located half 
a mile north of the Governor’s Palace, It consists of eighteen 







air-conditioned building units with a total of 200 guest rooms 





spread out in serpentine fashion across a twelve-acre wooded 






plot. The adjacent parking spaces face tiled galleries and the 






entrances of the respective rooms. 






The entire project, representing the culmination of seven 





years of intensive planning by the architectural staff of Colonial 






Williamsburg, (the organization responsible for the restoration 






of 18th-century Williamsburg which was made possible by the 






generosity of John D. Rockefeller, Jr.), was directed by A, Ed- 
win Kendrew, A.1.A., Mario E. Campioli, A.1.A., Ernest M. 


Frank, A.I.A.. and the firm of Harrison & Abramovitz, New 












York, as consulting architects, Treated in the contemporary 





manner, the new facilities not only offer additional lodging and 






dining accommodations, but protect the restored area of Co- 




























lonial Williamsburg from modern encroachments, 

Tom Lee, Ltd., of New York, participated in this important 
program as interior designer, providing stimulating decorative 
treatments with specially designed furniture, fabrics and wall- 
coverings, Original schemes of lighting, with Gerald Ewing as 


consultant for the lighting treatments, have been developed. 





Between the guest units and the two-story office and lounge 





building, with its novel drive-in registration desk and reception 
offices are three swimming pools set invitingly in the open under Interior Designer Tom Lee 
towering pines. Recreational facilities, lounge and office areas 
are also centered in the office and lounge building. Entrance is 
under a sheltered walkway paved with red brick tile which runs 
the length of the 162-foot building front and continues to the 
adjacent Cafeteria. 
The generous 60’ x 44’ Lounge covers the width of the build- 
ing; side walls are red brick and glass which are set in grayed 
pine frames, giving unobstructed views of the landscaping. 
Lighting fixtures are recessed in the ceiling for efficiency and 
good appearance. A planting box and pine louvers across one 
end separate the Lounge from the registration area, and at 
the opposite end is a large fireplace with raised hearth set in 
a red brick wall. Another planting area is to the left and 





folding doors to the right open into the Social Room.

Lounge furnishings are contemporary and have been selected 
by Tom Lee to blend with the architecture. A green back- 
ground in varying shades is provided by carpet, ceiling, plant- 
ing and draperies of a rough, nubby fabric, and chairs with 
walnut frames are upholstered in shades of blue, magenta and 
plum for dramatic contrast. Sectional sofas combine purple, 
green and black in a beautiful contemporary version of home- 
spun. The windows are shaded with woven wood and string 
roller blinds of natural, green and silver. Tables are walnut 
with micarta tops. Two large lamps on tables in the center 
area of the room are made of old wallpaper printing cylinders 
and have woven cane shades. Overlooking the pools, through 
the long rear window running the length of the room, is a 
series of walnut writing tables with accompanying chairs in 
blue plastic fabric. Writing lamps, desk supports and chair 
frames are brass-finished and supply a delightful gleaming note. 
The 38’ x 20’ Social Room with red brick, glass and pine 
walls has been divided into recration areas, with half of the 
terrazzo floor left bare for dancing. The other half has a 
dark blue rug on which are set card tables and chairs, 
with putty-color upholstered seats, for bridge and chess games. 
A plastic folding door giving upon the Lounge is finished in 
blue, white and putty stripes matching the draperies viewed 
through the window area, opposite, to the Television Room. 
In the Television Room a 24” t.v. screen is mounted in a 
walnut panel at one corner and, when necessary for a large 
audience, can be viewed through the glass wall of the Social 
Room. Thick brown carpet covers the floor and blocks of 
Italian cork are used on two of the walls. Another floor-to- 
ceiling window, in the end wall, is screened with vertical blinds 
in brown and cream colored slats; a third wall is pine-sheathed. 
Sofas are upholstered in soft brick-colored vinyl, and a cluster 
of perforated brass lighting fixtures hang from the ceiling. 
Additional seating is provided by modular square seats which 
fit under the generous coffee table-benches. An effective decora- 
tive feature of the Television Room is the lighting system in- 
stalled here. Three heavy wooden beams, painted coral, and 
slender crossbeams conceal fluorescent lighting tubes and act 
as a diffuser for illumination reflected off the white ceiling. 
Finding an eating place is relatively simple for guests of 
Williamsburg Motor House. Although remarkably spacious

and seating 400, the interior of the Cafeteria Building escapes 
the vastness of a communal dining hall through the use of 
custom-designed dividers. The room itself can be halved by 
use of a long folding wall, decorated in a large geometric design 
whose color pattern is repeated in the vertical louvers of the 
floor-to-ceiling windows at either end overlooking the land- 
scaped grounds. The verdant theme is emphasized within the 
dining hall by a flowering magnolia tree in the center of each 
half of the vast dining space. The intimate dining areas are 
hedged about by handsome planters serving to hold and display 
such accessories of cafeteria dining as trays, tableware, napery, 
condiments and coffee warmers. All of the dining room furni- 
ture shows the same scheme of color and texture: walnut Micarta 
trimmed with brass and aluminum. An early American mood 
is set by the longer walls of vertical sandblasted pine boards 
in random width, suggesting the charm of old, weathered 
walls. These surfaces are enlivened by two specially designed 
polychromed cartouches, complete with flags and symbolic 
figures, over cach of the two entrances to the dining hall, The 
one over the entrance to the lobby displays the Williamsburg 
coat of arms, while the one opposite, over the entrance to the 
serving area, features the seal of the State of Virginia. The 
tone of the brick, basic in Williamsburg architecture, is echoed 
by the browns, beiges and persimmons which make up the 
room's overall color scheme; and it is reiterated in the light 


terrazzo floor, interestingly enlivened by inlaid steel stripping. 
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Guest rooms are in variations of six different 
color schemes, with J. G. Furniture in Isabel 
Scott fabrics used throughout, and wall sheath- 
ing of U. S. Plywood, walnut or grayed pine in 
rooms with southern exposure, and birch or 
pine with tan stain in rooms with northern ex- 
posure; all table tops and working surfaces 
throughout are covered in Westinghouse Mi- 
carta; Tontine Sun Vertikal blinds in appropri- 
ate color combinations; bedding by William 
Intner is concealed by Cabin Crafts bedspreads; 
specially crested blankets by Tom Lee, from 
St. Mary’s Blanket Co. 
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Corner of typical guest studio suite of two rooms, or single large room, is attractive with Intner beds opposite table and 
chair grouping in view below; corner table conceals pillows and bed linen, headpieces of beds covered in Kalistron; 
bed-throws in Isabel Scott fabric, made of American Enka Jetspun; occasional table has Micarta top, hanging lighting 
fixture, Lightolier; Lees carpet. Floor-to-ceiling panoramic corner window, in view below, has colorful Sun Vertikal 
blinds of DuPont Tontine; circular table with Micarta top is flanked by J. G. Furniture lounge chairs in Isabel Scott 
woven fabric; compartment on wall at right houses swivel television set; U.S. Plywood on walls, Libby-Owens-Ford mirror. 




















Both visual effect and dining comfort are considered in the 
unique lighting plan of the Cafteria Building. Tom Lee, with 
Gerald Ewing as lighting consultant, has visualized the unique 
specially designed ceiling as a single lighting unit. From it the 
light, diffused by louvers, illumines every point in the cafeteria. 
the translucent vertical window louvres being used only to 
modulate the outside light. 

The guest units of the Motor House are red brick in conserva- 
tive modern architectural style with areas of glass for fenestra- 
tion. Gray slate roofs, low-pitched and sweeping, end in over- 
hanging eaves of covered walks providing protection from sun 
and rain, The units are long rectangles, containing six to four- 
teen rooms, and are at right angles to each other. Galleried 
walkways separate the buildings. 

Each room, extending the full width of the building, has a 
private bath, floor-to-ceiling window bay and individual con- 
trols for heat and air conditioning, Corner studio rooms are 
also equipped with telephones and television sets. Entrance 
doors are painted to blend with the color scheme of the respec- 
tive rooms. The main part of each room, containing color- 
coordinated beds and other furnishings, is 1314’ long; two 
walls are covered with wood sheathing, the other two with a 
rough textured plastic fabric. There are no lamps in Motor 
House rooms; ceiling-flush lighting fixtures are used with a 
down light focused at strategic points, namely over the beds 
and furniture for reading, make-up, or packing convenience 
The floor-to-ceiling panoramic window bay, opposite the en- 
trance and overlooking a landscaped vista, is screened with 
plastic fabric adjustable vertical blinds matching the particular 
olor scheme of the room. Floors throughout combine oak 
parquet and tweed area rugs. 

Contemporary furniture was designed by Tom Lee for the 
Motor House to blend with the architecture, and each room has 
two beds, two lounge chairs. two stools, a storage chest-luggage 
rack and bench, dressing table-desk, reading table-console and 
bed tables. Except for beds and chairs, all furniture is sus- 
pended from the walls leaving the floors uncluttered. Beds and 
bedding were designed especially for the Motor House. The 
irames are welded metal. and headboards are wood covered 
with washable plastic fabric. Special density foam rubber was 
used to make the unique six-inch-thick mattresses, All table tops 
are surfaced with Micarta. 

Six basic color schemes employ variations of blue, olive and 
chartreuse, black and brown, olive and tan, brown and gold 
and salmon. Three different cool color schemes, including 
brushed chromium trimmings and fabrics in blues and greens 
are used in rooms with sunny exposure, Three warm color 
schemes in yellow or soft coral with bronze trim are used in the 
others. Furniture woods and wall sheathing are walnut or 
grayed pine in the sunny rooms, and birch or pine with tan 
stain with the cool color schemes. 

Various construction methods cut down the transfer of sound 
from one room to another and from outside to within. Floor 
slabs are separated by fibrous cushioning to prevent sound 
from running the length of the floor; double studding keeps 
adjacent room walls from contact with each other. Ceiling 
joists are connected with the walls in such a way as to reduce 
or eliminate sound from above, while weatherstripping around 


doors and thermal roof insulation cut noise from outside.

Home with Henry End 


It is always interesting to see where an interior designer hangs his hat, and 






























especially so when that designer is noted for some rather spectacular hotel and 
restaurant interiors. We are speaking of Henry End, A.I.D., who in his eleven 
years in America has become one of the leading designers of contract installations 
with such outstanding interiors to his credit as the Muehlebach in Kansas City, the 
Hollywood Beach (INTERIOR DESIGN, August 1955), the Hotel Seville (INTERIOR 
DESIGN, October 1956), both in Miami Beach; and, most recently, the famous 
Cocoanut Grove in Los Angeles on which he collaborated with Tom Lee, A.I.D. 
A native of England, where he received his training at London’s Royal College of 
Art, Mr. End worked as a set designer in Hollywood, then set up shop in Kansas 
City and for a time shuttled back and forth to Miami Beach. Finding that his work 
in Florida demanded more and more of his time, he recently took a three-room 
apartment there for himself, his wife and young daughter. Unlike his highly 
dramatic hotel interiors, the apartment is quietly subdued with simple, contempo- 
rary furnishings and, with the exception of his daughter’s room, there is a complete 


absence of bright colors. White, off-white and neutral tones predominate with 





emphasis on texture in wall coverings, carpet and fabrics. Color notes appear in 
books, pillows and an excellent collection of original oil paintings. The results, 


as shown here, are warm and inviting. 


Ample seating, arranged for conversation, is 
feature of living room; group pictured here 
shows Chinarts round table with composi- 
tion stone base, flanked by pair of S. J. 
Campbell chairs covered in Eagle-Ottawa

Hardware from Mexico 


José Mendoza, whose skill in handcrafts was put to 
good use by interior designer David T. Williams in 
Mexico City’s Continental Hilton Hotel (see 
INTERIOR DesicNn, February 1957), is the creator of 
a striking new collection of cabinet hardware being 
shown in New York at Charles McCarthy, 42 East 
57th Street. Forms are cast in brass and then inlaid 
by hand with native materials of turquoise, lapis 
lazuli and other stones. Although colors vary 
slightly from piece to piece because of natural vari- 
ations in the stones, turquoise is the predominant 
tone, while special order inlays are available in 
neutral, earthy colors with tints of terra cotta. 
Designs are based on native Mexican and Aztec 
forms including animal, fish and abstract motifs— 
caterpillar. bird, snail, bat, flame and shell motifs, 
for example. Although designed primarily as furni- 
ture hardware, several of the pieces can be adapted 
for door knobs. Using the same type of materials 
and inlay technique, Mr. Mendoza has also created 
an unusual collection of lamps, small tables and ash- 
trays. In addition to the striking “fish” lamp shown 
here, other designs include sunburst, rooster, balus- 
trade and shell forms. At present, only the cabinet 
hardware is being shown in New York, but infor- 
mation on ordering other pieces can be obtained 
from the McCarthy firm. 
















Stylized versions of “Garrita” (little paw),

rito” (little bird) are executed in brass 
with inlays of tourquoise and native Mex- 
ican stones, for trio of striking drawer pulls.

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Relaxed Efficiency 


Surely nothing in contemporary design has changed so 
radically in the past decade as the attitude toward office 
interior decoration. The attractive, livable and wholly 
convenient office with its air conditioning and built-in 
lighting comforts represents a rapid development into 
properly integrated interiors—where the major portion 
of the working day is spent—out of stark, coldly efficient 
areas now considered appropriate only for factories or 
hospital operating rooms. The offices of J. H. Whitney 
& Co., headed by John Hay Whitney, America’s newly- 
appointed ambassador to England, exemplifies this mod- 
ern development of the livable, pleasing environment for 
work that sacrifices nothing of efficiency and good looks 
in its interior designing. Mimi Rand, of Jessup, Inc., 
was interior designer for Mr. Whitney’s private office and 
dining room; other office areas shown were designed by 
Rodgers Associates. It will be observed that air condi- 
tioning outlets and lighting units are so inconspicuous as 
to be non-existent in the scheme, as they should be, and 
the entire des‘gning plan, particularly in the Whitney 
private office, has been one to incorporate available an- 
tiques of superb quality very much in the manner of a liv- 


ing room in the contemporary taste involving paneling, 


draperies, carpeted floors and fine paintings. 









Private dining room, with com- 
plete chef’s kitchen off it, is in 
mellow pine paneling in Geor- 
gian tradition, background for 
antique portraits, Sheraton 
table, and Hepplewhite chairs 
in tufted and lacquered red 
leather matching draperies 
hanging behind soffit of win- 
dow; draw-curtains are beige, 
same hue as paneling, comple- 
ment Adam green carpet.

The A.1.D. stands at the threshold of noteworthy 
achievement. Our place in the economic, artistic 
and practical aspects of the interior furnishings 
industry is distinct and peculiarly our own. Others 
are beginning to realize that this is so. 

It would be well for us to earnestly consider the 
course which the A.I.D. is to take in the future. 
Shall the A.I.D. continue to subscribe to and work 
for the purposes which have been for twenty-six 
years the bulwark of our strength? Shall we adhere 
to the oneness of our respected organization con- 
tinuing as a professional association organized not 
for profit? Dedicated to advancing the level of 
public taste and the appreciation of better design 
in interior furnishing of all price brackets? 

Now there is an economic side to this business 
of interior decoration, and note that I say business. 
In a recent editorial in The Saturday Review, busi- 
ness is referred to as “our newest profession”. To 
quote: “A modern complex society demands not 
only men of talent, but men of talent with a sound 
education. What is transpiring is that the old voca- 
tional training for business in many colleges, useful 
as it was at the time, is being succeeded by profes- 
sional training in which the subject is related in 
meaningful terms to the basic liberal tradition of 
learning.” 

May we not conclude that designers and deco- 
rators of talent must be equipped also with a sound 
education in business? The decorating profession 
today is, through no fault or achievement of its 
own, in a unique economic position. It is gen- 
erally agreed that inflation is the great danger. 
Most of America at the present time is booming. 
There is more income to divide and a greater de- 
mand for goods and services. We in the decorating 
profession as well as all businesses, have enjoyed 
relatively firm prices for some time and prices free 
from political interference. It cannot be said, how- 
ever, that the A.I.D. has expanded in proportion to 
plant expansion of industry. We have no surplus. 
excessive inventory, and no antedated machinery. 

Our plant is not too big—a contributor to infla- 
tion. We have no carryover in government ware- 
houses. There is no ceiling on opportunity for us, 


no minimum basis. Most decorators decorate be-

cause they like to decorate (or design if you 
prefer) and we don’t have enough of them, and 
most decorators are called upon to do more than 
they can do. 

Our membership is being adjusted educationally. 
It must also be adjusted numerically. We should 
make this adjustment now while there is an all-time 
high disposable income. If we are to bring what 
we preach into practice, our plant must be ex- 
panded. And this is being done. Our Member 
Relation Committee, under the co-chairmanship of 
Dorothy Helmer and Roy Beal, has done a mag- 
nificent job. Membership is increasing both in 
numbers and in quality, but we must do more. New 
chapters have been founded, and steps have been 
taken to form more. 

A.I.D. has set a goal squarely before everyone 
connected with this fascinating work of interior 
design and decoration. No one expects us to give 
up our ideals. No one wants A.I.D. to change its 
course and seek through emolument or profit mak- 
ing a lower level of influence based on trade asso- 
ciation—profit and volume—themes.

New Ways with Formica 


In a recent exhibition of room settings designed by 
Staniford Squire, the Formica Corporation demon- 
strated. with dramatic effect, the wide scope of its 
product in color and pattern and also introduced 
three new factory-processed techniques for the cus- 
tom application of Formica. The first of these new 
techniques was shown in a delightful children’s 
room setting with a wall mural of a butterfly tree 
correlated in motif and color with a fabric pattern. 
Created with Formica inks and backgrounds, such 
murals are unlimited as to pattern and size and 
offer the additional attraction of durability and 
easy maintenance. A new inlay process combining 
cutouts of standard Formica colors and patterns 
was featured in a round coffee table, the top re- 
creating an antique Japanese obi motif; and the 
third process called “Artlay” was shown in an 
entire wall simulating a cane weave. Created by 
silk-screening, Artlay is suggested for designs with 
a limited number of colors, with complex shapes 
or when a large quantity of material is required. 
Featured among the new colors and patterns were 
three Formica groups designed by Raymond Loewy 
Associates including “Nassau”, a geometric pat- 
tern of squares in monochromatic combinations of 
tropical colors of pinks and soft reds, tinged with 
coral; blues from larkspur to cerulean; gray con- 
trasted with sand and pale olive; citron, in contrast 
with white; spice tones of saffron and curry; and 
brilliant sea-greens. Two new wood grain patterns 
are “Colorgrain” with a patterning of maple seen 
through four clear color glazes of muted cerulean. 
burnished orange, gray or yellow; and “Picwoods” 
with a choice of fruitwood, teak, cherry, birch 


golden maple or burnt sugar maple. The new 


patterns are sold in sheets from two feet by four 


feet to four feet by ten feet. 
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Formica gives this kitchen setting a col- 
orful new look with walls and cabinets 
in pale yellow “Colorgrain”, counters in 
“Bronze Nassau”, a blend of saffron and 
curry tones which is repeated on surfaces 
of Reilly Wolff white wrought iron fur- 
niture; Amtico vinyl tile floor is white; 


accessories from Georg Jensen. 
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Antique “Milano” in off-white provides handsome fireplace wall with brass 
stripping, while tall louvers of fruitwood “Picwood” are used as airy room 
divider; coffee table with slide-under sections recreates Japanese obi motifs 
with Formica inlays; Magee carpet is pearl-white, Durocraft sofa in Stroheim 
& Romann Belgian linen; Lightolier lamp on Reilly Wolff end table; acces- 
sories from Georg Jensen and Karl Mann.

clude four new buildings, is a Social Activities Center 
housing a dance studio, swimming pool, gymnasium, 
auditorium, chapel, student lounge and several offices. 
The completed building represents the integrated think- 
ing and planning of a team: Dr. J. Ralph Murray, 
president of the college; Donald P. Fudge, A.1.A.., 
architect; Barger G. Crusade, interior designer; and 
Streeter Associates, general contractors. 

One of the most important benefits derived from 
this pooling of ideas and talents is an economic one 
as expressed in a statement from Dr, Murray: “we 
obtained the beauty we wanted while at the same time 
eliminated some expensive construction costs. <A 
typical example of this is the gymnasium where origi- 
nally an acoustical treatment had been planned but 
was eliminated, Upon the recommendation of Mr. 
Crusade attractive color schemes gave us an unusually 


but very attractively decorated room. The color scheme 
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was planned so there is a natural flow from one end 
of the building to the other. We have used the build- 


ing sufficiently long to know that the effect worked out 
between the interior designer and the architect has met 
with great success, Their work has shown that they 
have an understanding of people and have selected 
materials of lasting quality, and at the same time they 
have created effects pleasing to the eye.” 

From the architect’s point of view, the advantages 
of such collaboration are equally important: “We can- 
not stress enough the importance to the architect of 
working with an interior design consultant from the 
time the plans of a building are first formulated, 
through the construction, painting and decorating and 
finally to the completion of the furnishings. This 
system places the responsibility of the interior design, 
color and furnishings on a specialist. In dealing with 
public boards and trustees of schools and colleges or 
even industrial company officials, we find that a project 
progresses much more smoothly and there are fewer 
complaints or disagreements on completion when we 
can turn to a specialist in the interior design field 


and work with him.”

To Sadie Feika, importer of decorative acces- 
sories for the trade, the beautiful objects she 
gathers from far-flung corners of the globe are not 
only a business but also an important part of her 
personal life, and the interiors of her new Chicago 
apartment, designed by William P. Wachsman, pro- 
vide a striking background for displaying an ex- 
tensive and frequently-changing collection. 

In the living and dining areas, walls are covered 
with canvas-backed straw of the type used for wo- 
men’s handbags, over which are applied sheets of 
expanded copper-plated metal grille so that pictures 
can be hung at random with simple metal hooks. 
Cork walls in the foyer serve the same purpose, 
while in the study-guest room, buckram over cur- 
tain padding provides a mar-proof surface. For 
displaying objets d’art, Mr. Wachsman designed an 
unusual breakfront-divider between the living and 
dining areas, the top section in the form of Oriental 
shadow-boxes, the lower part for storage enclosed 
by the same copper grillework that is used on the 
walls. 

Lighting is also of special interest, emanating 
from ceilings, display cabinets and, in one case, 
from the walls, Separate drop ceilings, illuminated 
from above, define the living and dining areas with 
translucent sheets of milk-white plastic in the living 
room, and perforated panels of walnut over the 
dining table, Lighting in both cases is on dimmer 
controls. An unusual lighting effect is created on 
one wall of the bedroom where antique gold foil 
paper has been applied to masonite and perforated 
in a snowflake pattern. Incandescent lighting from 
behind gives a starry night feeling and is reflected 


in a mirrored wall opposite. 





Art objects are effectively dis- 
played in Oriental shadow-box 
divider between living and din- 
ing areas with backing of milk- 
white lucite illuminated from 
behind; lower section for stor- 
age has concealed doors cov- 
ered with antiqued copper 
grill; black metal mesh behind 
sofa is Bennett-Ireland’s _fire- 
place screening. Natural light 
is controlled by Thru-Vu verti- 
cal blinds; general lighting on 
dimmer control emanates from 
translucent ceiling of white 
plastic sections held by brass 
strips; custom sofa is covered 
in Boris Kroll plaid in gold, 
bittersweet and green; David- 
son lounge chairs in Jofa bitter- 
sweet texture, 





Unusual lighting effect is achieved in dining area with dropped ceiling of 
verforated walnut panels; table with ebonized teak base and crackle ceramic 
top by Brinker Studios, and teak cabinet with antique brass hardware were 
designed by decorator; Laverne chair seats are woven with saddle leather 


and turquoise fabric; V’Soske carpet is gold.
